This Is the first of a series of ar- 
ticles on the above subject and the 
following few days will see the entire 
series in print. It is hoped that it will 
make some useful suggestion*, both to 
uie public and to the merchants. 

This is a period when many p> B fl s 
Uu> for appearances, rather than lot 
durable values. If an article looks 
attractive, many people will buy It, 
even if their own Judgment and tin 
more people warn them it will not give 
durable wear. As durable goods un 
often not stylish, and as stylish goods 
,tre often not durable, the merchant 
is a good deal puzzled us to which 
luality the public really values the 
more highly. 

There are probably not so many 
good judges of the value of fabrics as 
in former years. The old timers, even 
in making a small purchase, scrutin- 
ized it very carefully, and deliberated 
thoughtfully .often asked (lie advice 
of neighbors and friends. Today the 
thought that used to go into the mat- 
ter of wear Is devoted to the i.uestlon 
of style or fit. 

Modern science has developed many 
methods of making cheap goods ap- 
pear attractive. Oue merchant said 
the other day that though be had 
been in business twenty years, he was 
frequently unable to detect the pres- 
ence of poor material, so cleverly was 
it concealed. So he had to ask the 
salesmen what the goods wen- made 
of, and had to depend upon their hon- 
esty, as evidenced by past dealings and 
the record of the houses they repre 
sent. If an experienced dealer is thus 
sometimes deceived by clever IfJSA 
tatlons, the general public la even 
less able to buy on its own judgment 
alone. 

So the public depends more than 
ever on the honesty of the men with 
whom It Is dealing. Here comes In 
the advantage of dealing with the mer- 
chants near one's home. They can t 
afford to sell goods that are not as 
represented. A sale made under a 
misunderstanding or false impression 
is left handed advertising of the worst 
kind. The success of the home mer- 
chant is dependent upon selling goods 
for just what they are.

Never before In the history of au 
ii'inoliiio building have raw materials 
reached such high prices. F. E. Watts, 
ohlef engineer for the Hupp Motor 
Car Corporation, has just completed a 
very thorough Investigation of the raw 
material market 

The following article by Mr. Watts 
".hows one phase of his Investigation : 
"From present Indications there Is 
not much hope for a reduction In 
prices of Iron and steel products for 
some time to come. My reasons foi 
thinking this are as follows: 

"At the present time the steel com- 
panies are contracting for the third 
and fourth quarters of this year at the 
present market prices which are high 
In order to protect themselves on the 
raw material, the steel companies are 
now contracting for their plglron, 
coke, steel scrap and alloying cle- 
menta, the prices of which are ex- 
tremely high. 

"Practically all of the Ferro man- 
ganese used In the manufacture of 
steel Is imported from England. The 
latest quotation made on this product 
was $22fi per ton In comparison with 
$40 a ton before the war started. I.ast 
week the British government declared 
au embargo on the exportation of 
Ferro manganese, and it will have to 
be obtained from some source as yet 
undeveloped.

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The Jewish feast of Passover falls 
on the 16th day at Nlsan. corresopnd- 
ing this yeur with Tuesday. April 
INth. The celebration begins on the 
evening of April 17th with sundown 
The manner of its observance was de- 
termined largely by the Biblical ordi-| 
nances concerning this feast. It is to 
he observed lor a period of seven, 
days Those who cherish customs 
that originated after Bible times will' 
keep Hie feast eight days. 

The ceremonies are such us are 
calculated to bring home the histori- 
cal event which the feast commemor- 
ates, namely, (he new born freedom 
vouchsafed to Israel after the long 
period of oppression endured under 
K'gyptluu turnnny. The eating of un- 
leavened bread is enjoined a number 
of times in the Biblicnl regulations 
touching the observance of the Pass 
over feust. 1'nleuveiietl bread is char 
ueterlzeil as the "bread of affliction,' 
and is nlso referred lo in the Bible ns 
the bread that was unleavened be- 
cause of the enforced husty departure 
from Egypt. In post-ltiblicul times 
the earnest desire to keep lite injunc- 
tions most scrupulously led the teach- 
ers of Israel to enact laws, such as the 
use of special dishes (hut had been 
nunriloil from contact with leaven and 
reserved only for Hie Passover season. 

A churming and effective feature In 
the celebration of the fenst is the 
special Seder service around the fes- 
tive family board on the first evening 
of the feast, to which the Orthodox 
add a second evening. Al this family 
service 11 special ritual known us the 
"Haggadah" is read This ritual con- 
tains the story of the redemption 
from servitude, certain reflections in- 
spired by the memories of old and 
certain psalms This is followed by 
the festul meal after which Grace is 
recited. The service concludes with 
the reading of additional psalms, the 
recitation of prayers and the singing 
of time-honored hymns. To this 
home service stranger and homeless 
are cordially invited. On the table In 
front of him who presides over the 
meal are placed objects reminiscent 
of the ancient service and servitude, 
such us bitter herbs, reminder of the 
bitter lot of those who toiled in 
Egypt; a roast bone, calling to mind 
the ancient paschal lumb; a roasted 
egg, memorial of the free will offer- 
ing that was brought in uddition to 
tbe paschal lamb; parsley anil the 
bowl of salt water, symbolizing the 
hyssop and its use in the first Pass- 
over observed in Egypt, and a con- 
fection of nuts and apples to repre- 
sent the clay w hich Israel worked into 
bricks. 

The Passover falling at the begin- 
ning of spring, bad originally a pas- 
toral and agricultural character, 
which in time was over-shadow. d by 
the historical event associated lator 
with the feast Freedom and its ob- 
ligation is the keynote or the celebra- 
tion. The reform syuugogugea hold 
special services only on the first and 
seventh days, while the Orthodox ob- 
serve also the second day and au ad- 
ditional eighth day
